That listing stated that Don Carlos Driggs, the 
banks first cashier, also signed a #1 note that was part of the 
family holdings. This is the same note referenced in that 2001 
listing. 

The winning bidder will receive the handwritten letter by Don 
Carlos Driggs which states the following: “This note is the 
first issued by the First Nat Bank of Driggs bearing No 1-A 
Bank charter issued Oct 18-1912 Currency put in circulation 
Nov 20th my birthday (48 yrs old.) The Driggs State Bank 
was organized June 15 1906 - and The First Nat Bank is the 


overgrowth as per announcement herewith. This note is to 
be held as a souvenir and not used under any circumstances. 
Don C Driggs Cashier Driggs State Bank First National Bank” 
No doubt Mr. Driggs will be pleased to see the return on his 
$5 investment one hundred and five years later. 

There was just a single national bank in Driggs. No smalls 
were issued and seven other blue seals are in the census; 
the closest in comparison being the #2 blue seal that sold 
for $5,520 in 2001 in a far less advanced market. Your 
cataloger has been lucky enough to handle dozens of rare and 
important national banknotes, but I don’t recall another note 
having such a strong and documented provenance to match 
the already present desirable numismatic traits. PCGS does 
note pinholes, of which there are scattered in and around the 
portrait, and some very minor paper clip rust located at top 
left. The technical grade is of course a far secondary concern 
when dealing with such an important piece of Idaho’s banking 
history There is a very active market for trophy Western state 
national banknotes right now. It will likely be many years 
before a similar Idaho trophy can be purchased in an auction 
environment.

The founding president of the Medomak National Bank was 
Samuel W. Jackson, a relative newcomer, who remained in 
the post for many years thereafter. George Allen was the 
first cashier. He had served as cashier for many years under 
various presidents and would stay in that position with the 
National Bank until early 1883. The authorized capital of 
the National Bank was $50,000, with an authorized limit 
of $150,000, in an era in which the Treasury Department 
encouraged entrepreneurs to capitalize for large amounts 
(as the capital actually used required a deposit in federal 
bonds-in effect a loan to the government in a time when 
national finances were precarious). 

Today, Waldoboro is the home of the Maine Antique Digest 
founded years ago by Samuel Pennington and carried on 
today by his son Clayton and others. Despite its provincial 
name, M.A.D. is distributed nationally and is a prime source 
of news for the antiques and collectibles market.

The Farmers Bank of Bucks County was incorporated on 
October 31, 1814. It was first located at Hulmeville and was 
removed to Bristol in 1823. The first president was John 
Hulme, who died in 1817 and was succeeded by Joseph 
Hulme. It evolved into the Farmers National Bank in 1864. 
Each note has PHILADELPHIA at the top, with the very 
small line above: “15 Miles from.” Taradiddles such as this are 
fun to notice on various bank notes. 

As a lagniappe (or time out for a break) you might find it 
interesting to read this story from Niles’ Weekly Register, July 
7, 1821, and its follow-up: 

“Horrible Affair. 

“The sloop Norfolk was freighted at Philadelphia for New 
Orleans, a short time since, and being ladened, proceeded on 
her voyage; on or about the 13th ult she was discovered to 
be on fire, but by the efforts of the captain and crew the fire 
was extinguished, after doing so much damage that it was 
thought necessary to put into Norfolk to refit. The cargo was 
here overhauled, etc. and what passed for boxes of dollars to the 
amount of20,000, and for other valuable articles estimated at 
about 15,000 more, in the invoice, were found to contain only 
pieces of iron, lead, and hay, etc. 


The vessel and cargo was insured at Philadelphia and Baltimore 
for 35,000, and the design of the horrible villains was to set her 
on fire, at the risk of destroying the crew, by means of oil of 
vitriol, smuggled on board under some other denomination. 
The names of the shippers at Philadelphia are said to be Scull. 
E.I. Hollingshead, Greene and Joseph Hulme The pursuit is hot. 
Four persons have been arrested and held to bail in 8000 dollars 
each, to answer the offense. They are said to have hitherto 
maintained a respectable standing, and the Philadelphia 
printers are too delicate to mention the names of those seized.” 

Niles Weekly Register, July 14,1821, told more: 

“The Sloop Norfolk. 

“One of the persons implicated in the horrible attempt to destroy 
the sloop Norfolk and her crew, by fire at sea, as noticed in our 
last, was the president of the Farmers Bank of Bucks County!-an 
institution hitherto supporting a respectable character, but now 
so run upon in consequence of the arrest of its president, as to 
have been under the necessity of suspending payment. A new 
president has been appointed, and we are given to understand 
that the debts of the bank will be speedily liquidated. It is thus 
that a whole community suffers by the act of one man. 

“Scull, another of the party implicated, made his escape, but has 
been ferreted out, and is now in Philadelphia prison. 

“The punishment of the crime with which these men are 
charged, we believe, is death.”

This depiction was the ultimate form of conspicuous 
consumption, portraying and selling money itself, and as 
such remained uniquely American in its heyday that lasted 
from Trompe L’Oeil master William Michael Harnett’s 1877 
painting of a $5 Woodchopper through the first quarter of 
the 20th century. No similar European works are known, 
though about 2 dozen American painters specialized in 
this genre, not including the painters behind unsigned 
works like this one. The consignors notes attribute this 
as “possibly Nicholas Alden Brooks,” a prolific artist of 
the genre who used the $10 Jackass note as his subject on 
multiple occasion. His works are generally clearly signed, 
and we see no vestiges of a signature on or near the subject 
note. The once multiply folded note is depicted alone, 
partially flattened against the backdrop of the woodgrain of 
the board on which it is painted.

Bidders who have not established credit with Stack’s 
Bowers must furnish satisfactory information and credit references and/or deposit 
at least twenty-five percent (25%) of their total bids for that Auction Sale session(s) 
or such other amount as Stack’s Bowers may, in its sole and absolute discretion re¬ 
quire before any bids from such Bidder will be accepted. Deposits submitted will 
be applied to purchases. Any remaining deposits will be promptly refunded, upon 
clearance of funds. 

7. Sales Tax. Buyers will be charged all applicable sales tax, including Buyers who 
pick up at this Auction or shipments to Buyers in California and New York without a 
valid Resale Certificate which has been provided to the Auctioneer prior to the auc¬ 
tion. Please note that the purchase of any coin or bullion lot(s) with a price, including 
the Buyer’s Premium, in excess of: (i) One Thousand Dollars ($1,000), for auctions 
held in Maryland, are exempt from Maryland sales tax, and (ii) One Thousand Five 
Hundred Dollars ($1,500) are exempt from California sales tax. These exemptions 
do not apply purchases of currency. Purchases of coins and currency are exempt 
from sales tax in Illinois. Please note, this is not, and is not intended to be, a complete 
description of applicable sales tax laws in all jurisdictions. In the event any appli¬ 
cable sales tax is not paid by Buyer that should have been paid, even if not such tax 
was not collected by Stack’s Bowers by mistake, error, negligence or gross negligence, 
Buyer nonetheless remains fully liable for and agrees to promptly pay such taxes on 
demand, together with any interest or penalty that may be assessed by the taxing 
authority. 

8. Financial Responsibility. In the event any applicable conditions of these Terms 
of Sale herein are not complied with by a Buyer or if the Buyer fails to make payment 
in full by the Default Date, Stack’s Bowers reserves the right, in its sole discretion, in 
addition to all other remedies which it may have at law or in equity to rescind the sale 
of that lot or any other lot or lots sold to the defaulting Buyer, retaining all payments 
made by Buyer as liquidated damages, it being recognized that actual damages may 
be speculative or difficult to compute, and resell a portion or all of the lots held by 
Stack’s Bowers, in a commercially reasonable manner, which may include a public 
or private sale, in a quantity sufficient in the opinion of Stack’s Bowers to satisfy the 
indebtedness, plus all accrued charges, and Stack’s Bowers may charge a seller’s com¬ 
mission that is commercially reasonable. More than one such sale may take place at 
the option of Stack’s Bowers. If Stack’s Bowers resells the lots, Buyer agrees to pay for 
the reasonable cost of such sale, together with any incidental costs of sale, including 
reasonable attorney’s fees and costs, cataloging and any other reasonable charges.

ates and assignees. In addition, defaulting Buyers will be deemed to have granted to 
Stack’s Bowers, its affiliates and assignees, a security interest in: (x) the purchased 
lots and their proceeds, and (y) such sums or other items and their proceeds, in the 
possession of Stack’s Bowers, its affiliates or assignees, to secure all indebtedness due 
to Stack’s Bowers and its affiliated companies, plus all accrued expenses, carrying 
charges, seller’s fees, attorney fees, and costs, until the indebtedness is paid in full. 
Buyer grants Stack’s Bowers the right to file a UCC-1 financing statement for such 
items, and to assign such interest to any affiliated or related company or any third

party deemed appropriate by Stack’s Bowers. If the auction invoice is not paid for in 
full by the Default Date, a carrying charge of one-and-one-half percent (1 -1/2%) per 
month may be imposed on the unpaid amount until it is paid in full. In the event 
this interest rate exceeds the interest permitted by law, the same shall be adjusted 
to the maximum rate permitted by law, and any amount paid in excess thereof shall 
be allocated to principal. Buyer agrees to pay all reasonable attorney’s fees, court 
costs and other collection costs incurred by Stack’s Bowers or any affiliated or related 
company to collect past due invoices or to interpret or enforce the terms hereof or in 
any action or proceeding arising out of or related to the Auction Sale. Stack’s Bowers 
reserves the right to assign its interest to any third party. To the extent that the Buyer 
for any lot consists of more than one person or entity, each such person or entity is 
jointly and severally liable for all obligations of the Buyer, regardless of the title or 
capacity of such person or entity.

LOT. NO WARRANTY, WHETHER EXPRESSED OR IMPLIED, IS MADE WITH RE¬ 
SPECT TO ANY LOT EXCEPT FOR WARRANTY OF TITLE, AND IN THE CASE OF 
TITLE, AUCTIONEER IS SELLING ONLY THAT RIGHT OR TITLE TO THE LOT 
THAT THE CONSIGNOR MAY HAVE AS OF THE AUCTION SALE DATE. ALL LOTS 
ARE SOLD “AS IS” AND WITH ALL FAULTS. PURCHASER HEREBY ASSUMES ALL

Bidder, for himself, his heirs, agents, successors and as¬ 
signees, generally and specifically waives and releases, and forever discharges Stack’s 
Bowers, and its respective affiliates, parents, officers, directors, shareholders, agents, 
subsidiaries, employees, managers and members and each of them, and their re¬ 
spective successors and assignees from any and all claims, rights, demands and

12. Disputes. If a dispute arises concerning ownership of a lot or concerning pro¬ 
ceeds of any sale, Stack’s Bowers reserves the right to commence a statutory inter¬ 
pleader proceeding at the expense of the Consignor and Buyer and any other ap¬ 
plicable party, and in such event shall be entitled to its reasonable attorneys’ fees 
and costs.
